Mr. Hyy.ver is chief owiu-r of tlie .\<iuedtiet 
track. Mr. Hyvyer said Hiat tlie draveseud uieef- 
iiig yvould Ik- held at the Bnxikl.vii Joeke.v Club track 
as usual, that the slakes woiiln oe run off and that 
no overnight tuirse would he less than $.-|(NI. Mr. 
Dwyer :il.so stated that the fall meeting at .\(ine- 
diiet yvould Ik- held as usual. It yvas learned, tixi. 
that die meeliiig -jt Jamaica yvill he run as formerly. 
As Belmont Park and Slieepshead Ra.v will also hold 
the iisnal fall iiyeetings. racing will go on to tlm 
end of die se:>son on Novenilier 1.1.

Snperlnleudent James J. Grant, iiuder the siiixn'vi- 
fclou of S*-cretary Perev W. Treat, has iiudertakeii 
to imlarge the Ivetiiug 'ring and extend the seating 
accommrxliition so that the ground will easily be able 
to take care of th»j expeeieii increase in attendance 
during th«* Coming season. 

A large nmiilier of workmen ar*' now engaged in 
Improving the gi-andst.ind ami enlarging the Ix-tting 
ring and it will lie tpiUe six wm-ks Ix-fore th«-se ini- 
proveineuts arc eomplele*!. 

The new betting^ ring will lx- seventy-five feet 
longer and ihirty-five feet wider than t*efore. it 
htiving been necessary to inov*. the offices and lava- 
tories In or*ler to aeeoniplish this *-iid. 'fhe tiaek
